Terrible Disaster on Lake 
‘Superior. 


A Mammoth Steamer Sinks Almost 
Without Warning. 


Twenty-six Persons Drowned—Only 
One Man Saved. 


The Survivor's Narrative of the Calamity. 
The Steamer Suddenly Broke in 
Two and Went to the 
Bottom. 


By Telegraph to The Times. 

Marquette (Mich,,) Sept. 1.—[By the 
Associated Press.] The steamer West- 
ern Reserve, bound for Cleveland; O., 
broke in two off Sauble banks, near 
Deer Park, about 9 p.m. Tuesday. 
Twenty-six persons weredrowned. But 
one man, Harry Stewart of Algonac, 
was saved. Two bodies were washed 
ashore this morning. 

Sav.t Ste. Marie (Mich.,) Sept. 1.— 
The tug Emba arrived down tonight, 
having as a passenger Harry Stewart of 
Algonac, Mich., the wheelsman and only 
survivor ofthe mammoth steel steamer, 
Western Reserve, which foundered Tues- 
day evening about 9 o’glock, sixty 
miles above White Fish Poft, en route 
to Keewenaw. The Western Reserve 


left Tuesday, having on board as pas+ 


sengers Capt. Peter Minch, the owner, 
his wife, children and sister-in-law, be- 
sides a regular crew of twenty-two 
hands. The rest of the steamer’s short 
history and fatality is best told in the 
words of Stewart, the only survivor of 
the terrible disaster: 

“Everything went well,’’ he said, 
‘until about sixty miles above White- 
fish Point, when the. first warning of 
impending danger was a terrible crash, 


‘caused by the huge craft breaking in 


two. She took water fast, and the 
yawl-boats were lowered. Capt. Minch 
and family and the officers and crew, to 
the number of seventeen, got into the 
wooden yawl and the others «took 
the metallic one. The Reserve 
sank in ten minutes and before she 
was out of sight the metallic yawl cap- 
sized. The other boat’ succeeded in 
rescuing two of the occupants, and the 
nineteen survivors started for White- 
fish Point, sixty miles away. A con- 
siderable sea blew up, but the yawl 
weathered the breakers all night, until 


o'clock the next morning, when, about 


ten miles from life-saving station No. 
10, and about a mile from shore, it 
capsized.”’ 

Stewart says he saw none of the oc- 
cupants afterward. The cries of the 


moaning of the men.were tefrible for a 
few moments. He struck for the shore 
and after being two hoursin the water 
landed about ten miles above the sta- 
tion and had to walk there before reach- 
ing any one able to render him assist- 
ance. A search failed to find a trace of 
any other survivor of the wreck and 
there seems to be no question that all 
were drowned. 

A dispatch from Deer Park says that 
three bodies and a vawl from the wreck 
of the wrecked steamer Western Re- 
serve were cast up by the waves near 
here today. One ofthe bodies is that 
of Capt. Minch, owner of the lost 
steamer. He was identified by a watch 
found on his person. The two other 
bodies are unidentified, one being that 
of a pretty, dark- haired lady.

New Orveans, Sept. 1.—Quite a rip-

immigrants in large nuntbers are coming 
into the United States from the in- 
fected districts aforesaid, that they and 
their personal effects aré liabie to 
introduce cholerainto the United States, 
and that vessels occupied by them are a dil- 
rect menmace to health; andit hawing been 
further shown that under the laws of sev- 
eral States quarantine detentions may be.

THE PUBLIC HEALTH. 


Regular Meeting of the Board 
~ Last Evening. 


Repért of the Health Officer on Ar- 
tificial Iee Plants. 


The Citizens’ Water Company aiso 
Discussed at Length. 


The Canneries Also Need Attention from 
a Sanitary Point of View—Cholera 
Sitaation Considered and 
canations Recommended, 


The Board of Health met in regular 
session last night in the Mayor's office, 
with Dr. Hogan in the chair. 

Hiealth OMcer MacGowan stated that’ 
there have been many complaints Te- 


‘garding the ice companies of this city. 


He had visited the various ice plants 
and made a carefnl examination. At 
the California Ice Company's: works he 
found that they use water from a sur- 
face well only sixteen feet deep and the 
wellis in the neighborhood of cesspools 
and stables and the water is not fit for 
use and ice should not be manufactured 
from the water 

At Millikin’s ice Cream and Ice Com- 
pany's works at No. 208 Ann. street, 
whose ice is used by the Union Ice Com- 
pany, the water is what it should be. 

The Citizens’ Ice Company's place 
was visited at the foot of Turner street. 
The water is good and the ice is mann- 
factured in a proper manner... The only 
fault is that the well is not deep enough. 

The Los Angeles Ice Company's 
works were visited. The wellis eighty- 
three feet deep and its walls are prop- 
erly protected. The water is distilled 
in addition to being condensed. 


The Coulter Ice works at the old 
woolen mills on Pearl street was vis- 
ited. The water is taken from the 


ditch. 

The Health Ofticer suggested that the 
wells be put down deeper and the walis 
be made more secure to keep vall filth 
out. 

Dr. Kurtz thought all water used for 
the manufacture of ice should be dis- 
tilled. 

Oni motion of Dr. Davisson the Board 
recommendeil to the Council that am 
ordinance be passed requiring the com- 
panies to distill all water before it is 
manufactured into ice, and prohibiting 


» the sale of artificial ice in the city that 


is not so manufactured. 

The Health Officer was instructed to 
make a careful examination of the 
natural ice that is sold in the city. 

The Citizen's Water Company wes 
discussed. Health Officer MacG6wan 
stated that he examined the system two 
weeks ago and found the water in a 
fairly good condition. The reservoir is 
in bad condition, but water is so scarce 
at this season of the year, he thought is 
best not to have it cleaned at present. 
He thought no one should use the water 
without boiling and filtering, and that 
they should be sure they have pure ice, 
to it. 

Dr. MacGowan stated that the cannery 
at Alameda and Seventh streets should 
be lodked after. ‘The dirty water and 
refuse from the establishment is not 
properly handled, and there should be 
a cesspool where it is not exposed. 

Dr. Davisson spoke of the Macy-street 
| cannery, and stated that the refuse is 
dumped inthe river and a nuisagee is 


~+-ereated. 
The he2dith officer was instructed toa 


take such steps as he sees fit in abating 
the nuisance. 

Dr. MacGowan stated that he had 
carefully watched the progress of the 
cholera. While it was in Europe ‘he 
thought it unhecessary to take any 
steps, but now that the disease has 
reached New York city it is time for 


the authorities to take -action. 


stated that he had taken all precautions 
regarding the sanitary condition of the 
city. He favored a close house-to-house 


inspection, and suggested that three or. 


four deputies be appointed at once. 
He did not think it necessary at present 
to establish quarantine regulations. 

Dr. Davisson thought Los Angeles was 
ina better condition to resist cholera or 
any other contagious disease than any 
city of its size in the world. Dr. Kurta. 
gave it as his opinion that there is 
just as much danger here as in any city 
of the United States. and for that rea- 
son all precautions should be taken. 

Dr. Davisson insisted that all precau- 
tions should be taken and the city thor- 
oughly cleaned up. 


Dr. Kurtz moved to recommend to the e 


Council to furnish the Health Officer 
with three additional deputies toact for 
two months.,- orlonger if necessary, in 
making* a house-to-house inspection 
throughout the city. Carried. 

On motion, the Superintendent of 
Streets was requested to cofperate with 
the Health Officer in cleaning upthe 
city. 

After some further discussion the 
board adjourned.

OUTFALL BOND ELECTION. 


Thé Seventh Ward Returns Filed With the 
City Clerk—The Total Vote. 

The Seventh Ward returns in the out- 
fall sewer bond election, held Wednes- 
day, were filed with the City Clerk ves- 
terday morning, thereby completing 
the list for the entire city. The total 
number of votes cast. in the Seventh 
AVard was 244; of which *233 were in 
favor of the issuance of bonds, 9 against 
and 2 void. The total number of 
votes cast in the city was 2174, of 
which 1891 were, in favor of the issu- 
ance of tonds, 175 against and 108 
void, on account of irregularities in 
marking the ballots, etc., under the 
new Australian ballot system. 

While-the yote is a very small one, 
ccmparatively, it is the heaviest vote 
at any bond election heretofore held in 
the city and, as the figures ‘show, the 
sentiment in favor of the outfall is prac- 
tically unanimous. 

Late Wednesday night a rumor vas 
in circulation that the bonds had failed 
to carry, for the reason that the law 
required a certain per cent. of the 
total vote to be cast on a bond issue. 
This is not the case, the law only re- 
quiring a two-thirds majority in favor 
of the votes cast. 

Now that the bonds have been passed 
no further time will be lost. The Coun; 
cil will probably advertise for bids for 
the bonds at its next meeting, and as 
soon as the bonds are placed and the 
money secured the contracts will be ad- 
vertised and the work actively pushed.

The outfall sewer is to be constructed 
mainly of brick and cement and is to be 
forty inches in diameter, inside meas- 
urement. Two sections of it, however, 
one this side of Inglewood and one be- 
tween Inglewood and the ocean, bothin 
low places, are to be siphons. These 
siphons aggregate five miles, anda 
they are to be under pressure they can- 
not be made of brick, but must be steel 
or a redwood flume held bv strong iron 
bands. Fortunately, the redwood is not 
only much cheaper, butis more durable 
than steel, the latter being more sub- 
ject to corrosion. In fact, by the use 
of the redwood flume, iron-banded and 
coated with preservative tar prepara- 
tion, there is between $150,000 and 
$200,000, or nearly 50 percent. saved 
to the city on the total cost.

It has also been stated as a ‘‘fact’’ 
abbut San Pedro Harbor that a shoaling 
process, caused by the wash from the

It is a matter of record that all har- 
bors will shoal more or less in time, but 
the shoaling process at San Pedro, if 
noticeable at all, has been so slight that 
neither Mr. Hood nor the United States 
engineers have thought it worth while 
to mention ityanditis dn established 
fact that the entrance to tht harbor has 
deepened by the action of the tides to 
such an extent that vessels drawing 
twenty feet of water cam now enter the 
inner harbor without ahy difficulty. If 
any stream emptying into the present 
inner or proposed outer’harbor exists, 
it would be well for the discoverer of the 


| same to call the attention of the United 


States engineers to that ‘*fact,’’ so that 
it*may be located on the official charts

A SAILOR-FARMER'S VIEWS. 


Suggestions in Favor of San Pedro as a 
Deep and Safe Harbor. 

Et Monte, Sept. 1.—[To the Editor of 
Tue Times.| San Pedro has served three 
nations for a century, and should not be 
lightly abandoned. 

(2.) Catalina Island and its break- 
water, which may be raised to any nec- 
essary extent, which will continually 
widen seaward, makes it absolutely 
safe against southwesters, which pre- 
vail three winters out of four. ) 

(8.). It is easier and,safer of access 
than San Francisco, Humboldt, or the 
ports on the Columbia River. No port 
is easier of access, except, perhaps, San 
Diego. .Half the time, if not generally, 
pilots are not necessary, ¢xcept to 
strangers. 

(4.) The port of Liverpool is said to 
accommodate more ships, and espec- 
ially American ships, than any other 
portinthe world. It has not near the 
capacity that San Pedro will have if 
thoroughly dredged. 

(5.) ‘Twenty years ago the water on 
the bar, at ordinary low tide, was about 
three and one-half feet. Col. Mendell, 
by means of the current, contemplated 
the scouring off of this obstruction and 
the continued deepening of the water. 
The bar at low water now has over 
seventeen feet, and at high water 
from twent-four to twenty-six feet. 
This bar is deepening about nine inches 
yearly; and seemingly it will require 
only a.few years, and no extra expense, 
such as will be required to make a 
breakwater elsewhere, for Col. Men- 
dell’s calculations to be fully realized. 

(6.) ‘The Liverpool docks, like the 
Erie and other canals, were dug out 
from solid earth. One or two percent. 
of their cost would dridge San Pedro. 

(7.) Harbors, like county roads, 
should be built especially for the future. 
Los Angeles in time will be the San 
Francisco of Southern California, and 
the millions who will occupy its im- 


fleets of vessels to. 

ransport its productive wealth. 
ew years the Nicaragua Canal will be 
finished, and the trade, especially of this 
section, will comparatively shrink with 
San Francisco, and grow enormously 
with Atlantic. and European ports. If 
Santa Monica is more desirable now 
than San Pedro, because Santa Monica 
is nearer to San Francisco, San Pedro 
will be most desirable when the Nicar- 
agua Canal is opened, because San 
Pedro will be our nearest port to it. 

(8.) Only in winter months south- 


-westers prevail, when San Pedro is in- 


dispensable. For the bulk of the year 
Santa Monica and Redondo can be used, 
as now, without further assistance. . 
(9.) Boston, Philadelphia and other 
cities do not depend on New York, hav- 
ing the whole world and better markets 
togoto. For the same reason, when 
the Nicaragua Canal comes we shall 
cease to depend upon San Francisco.

MR. CANNON’S REMARKS. 

The first speaker of the evening was 
Marién Cannon, who introduced him- 
self in a humorous manner, relating a 
laughable incident occurring during his 
visit to the city. 

‘‘T have no horns nor hoofs,’ said Mr. 
Canuon, ‘‘but plain an old farmer 
as any granger present, with a fixed de- 
termination to do right.- However, no 
man can choke me off, stand me off, or 
hush me up while I am in the fight to 
champion the cause of the wage-earn- 
ers. WhenIam elected to Congress (I 
won't say, if I am, for I shall be) I will 
represent the people, and not a corpo- 
ration or trust. There is now under 
way a revolution, a mighty tide of feel- 
ing, which will sweep the country from 
ocean to ocean. 

‘J do not want to say a word against 
Harrison or Cleveland, as they are both 
good representatives of their parties, 
but they are so handicapped that they 
cannot give relief to the laboring 
classes even though they might desire 
to do so.’’ 

The speaker teviewed the railroad 
question from his standpoint, bitterly 
scoring the corporations for unfaithful- 
‘ress in the performance of duties and 
Obligations they owe the Government, 
agains adding that when he got into 


jCongreéss things were going to be differ- 
‘Tent, and that he would get there in 


spite of trusts and corporations, with a 
sack thrown in. ‘‘During my term.,’’ 
he said, ‘‘there will be some provision.
